Editorial: Record Store Day here 
again 

Since the first one in 2008, Record Store Day has been celebrated every 
April in cities across the country. Saturday will see yet another year of 
music and fun as American Dream Hi Fi, located at 109 E. Sycamore St., is 


set to take part once again. 


Record stores represent a unique part ofthe American small business 
landscape. Vinyl records, once thought to be an outmoded medium, have 
made a comeback and provided a second life to these unique spaces. Record 
Store Day is a celebration not only of the stores themselves, but 


camaraderie and culture surrounding them. 


American Dream Hi Fi will be open Saturday even longer than last year. 
Doors open at 8 a.m. and won’t close until midnight. The store will be 


selling many ofthe around 500 Record Store Day-only releases available. 


Beer lovers in particular will want to take notice of this celebration. Sun 
King Brewing will take over the shop, serving four different brews; 
including one event-only exclusive: Razzleblaster Busey. (Which is 
described as “a Flanders-style Oud Bruin Ale revved up with rowdy 
raspberry righteousness and fermented funkily in an oak oubliette.”) 
Dogfish Head Brewery is the official beer of Record Store Day and their 
special edition for this year, “Beer to Drink Music To ’17,” will be available. 
“This Tropical Blonde is brewed with hibiscus flowers and kiwi juice,” 


according to the brewery. 


Live music will fill the air throughout the day. Starting at 8:30 a.m. three 
acoustic acts will take the store’s stage. Then, starting at noon, more bands 
will play as Hot Box Pizza serves free slices to all in attendance. And, at 7 


p.m., more groups will serenade customers.
